HIGH LIFE JN MEW YORIC

The Com ot Lex-Mag, ot Keeping Op With

"What does it cost to live in New 


York to support such an establishment 
as a married man in society in this city 
must have?" 


When a Sun reporter asked this ques- 


tion recently of several prominent New 
Yorkers whose means warrant their 
living in any style they choose, ha 
found that the estimate given uot only 
differed widely, but that in the details 
there were lacking, every one of them, 
In what the majority of people would 
consider the mostimportant items. In 
no case was any account made of the 
cost of food and clothing. These things, 
that with the most of us are first to bo 
considered in the expense account, 
make comparatively so small a figure 
in the cost of a New York establish- 
ment that none of the questioned con- 
sidered them at all. 


It is an easy matter to induce almost 


any wealthy New Yorkers to make a 
detailed estimate of the cost of sup- 
porting an establishment; and the esti- 
mate will usually be based upon his 
own expenses. But it is not so easy to 
obtain permission to use the wealthy 
New Yorker's name. The first man to 
whom the question was put, for in- 
stance, made it a condition that his 
name should not be mentioned. It is 
seldom that he makes such a stipula- 
tion, too, for he is interviewed oftener 
and with better results than any other 
man in the world. 


"A gentleman of fair family,'' said 


this prominent New Yorker, "to be in 
the social swim, if he owns his own 
house, can live handsomely on $50,000 
a year, and can spend double that 
amount without any appreciable dif- 
ference. In the latter case he has 
more servants and gives more recep- 
tions. For 150,000 a year he can live 
just as comfortably in this city as he 
could live quietly in some interior vil- 
lage for (5,000 a year. In the village he 
would doubtless enjoy butter health. 


"The servants are important. There 


must be a butler, with one or two as- 
sistants; a chef, with assistants; a 
lady's maid for each female member of 
the family; two laundresses, at least, 
two chambermaids, a governess for the 
children, a coachman, a footman, tu- 
tors for languages and musie and two 
stablemen. 


"The wine and cigar bill of course 


varies according to circumstances. 
Wine is not used so much now as it 
was a short time ago, and fewer gen- 
tlemen smoke; still, there must always 
be the best wines and cigars in the 
house. The church pew costs $800 to 
1500, and the opera box costs $5,000 for 
the season. There seems to be a little 
discrepancy here between the cost of 
religion and music, but I am merely 
giving you facts without comment. 
The newspaper bill is usually large— 
in the newspaper bill I include, of 
course, magazines of all periodical 
literature. Most men of affairs take all 
the principal newspapers of the city, 
even if they have time only to glance at 
the headings. They must know what 
is going on. For my part I read as 
many newspapers as an exchange edi- 
tor, and consider it part of my daily 
business. 


"For receptions, a prima donna costs 


from (500 to $1,000 a night. I say noth- 
ing about the stables, because a man 
may keep two horses or twenty, or 
none, without affecting his social 
standing; $50,000 a year is a fair esti< 
mate for a proper establishment. The 
expense need not go much higher and 
cannot go inuoh lower. 


The next wealthy New Yorker to 


whom the question was put protested 
that his own experience could not be 
used as an example, for he lived in a 
very moderate and quiet way—very 
moderate, indeed his expenses rarely 
exceeding $25,000 a year. 


"But I have plenty of friends who 


live in better style," he said. "Any 
where between $50,000 and $100,000 a 
year I consider a moderate expense for 
a wealthy family. For a moderate- 
sized house the rent may be estimated 
at $3,500 and that is very low for New 
York. There must be a man or woman 
servant for each of the children at (90 
to $40 a month, a butler at from (100 to 
$300 a month, a chief cook at about $140 
a month. You see, I am making the 
whole thing moderate. You can pay 
your chef $8,000 a year, like one of the 
Vanderbilts, if you choose. An under 
cook at $78 a month, two kitchen girls 
at about $20 a month each, a governess, 
$40; two chambermaids, $20 each; coach- 
man, 
about $80; groom, (40 to (50; stable 


boy, (SO: two or more valets at (80 each, 
a lady's maid for each woman or girl 
at $80 each, two women for the laundry 
at $25 each, two gardeners, if there are 
any grounds, one at (60 and the other 
at (SO a month; two door boys at (20 
each, and a boy for blacking shoe!). 


"Then there will bo from six to twelve 


horses, with their feed, and anywhere 
from two to twelve carriages to keep 
in order. On this scale, which is a 
moderate one for a wealthy family in 
New York, yon cannot estimate less 
than (75,000 a year, and $100,000 is 
safer."—N. Y. Sun.

CongreMional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.-The present 


week in the senate promises to be bar- 
ren in legislation but fertile in action 
looking to the shaping of the policy of 
the party in power on the tariff ques- 
tion. Three very important matters 
are expected to transpire to-day—the 
presentation of the tariff bill to the 
republican members of the finance com- 
taittee; tne democratic caucus with 
the same bill as a basis for discussion 
Jn which dissatisfied democrats are ex- 
pected to be most active, and the re- 
port of the committee on foreign af- 
fairs on the Hawaiian investigation. 
It is not unlikely that in presenting 
this report, Mr. Morgan may make a 
long speech. 


For two weeks Mr. Bland has ima- 


vailingly striven to bring a majority 
of the house of representatives to the 
feupport of his bill to coin the seignior- 
age of the silver bullion in the treas- 
ury, or at least to induce a majority to 
Vote on the question on closing- debate 
on the measure and thus bring it be- 
fore the house for disposition 
Mr. 


Bland says that the struggle will be 
kept up until the bill shall have been 
voted upon if it takes all summer. An 
impression prevails that the necessary 
and long-desired quorum will manifest 
to-day or to-morrow, Hut whenever 
that shall occur, the fate of the bill 
will still be undecided.

In my opinion it cer- 
tainly will not be until it is radically 
changed. If the republicans will vote 
with the democrats who are opposed 
to the bill in its present form, it can 
be shorn of its most objectionable 
features. 
The first section can be 


changed so as to permit the issue of 
certificates against the seigniorage 
only so fast as it shall be coined. 
With the present mint facilities this 
would amount to about 82,000,000 a 
month, distributing the issue over a 
period of nearly two and a half years. 
And the second section can be stricken 
out altogether. 
The proposition to 


incorporate authority to issue bonds 
in the bill will not be adopted. With 
the changes suggested, the bill will 
probably be passed, but not other- 
wise." 


The republican programme seems to 


be to filibuster against the measure 
even after the presence of a quorum 
shall have been secured. The commit- 
tee on rules expects to be called upon 
for an order to limit debate and take 
a vote. But until the quorum does ap- 
pear, the members of the committee 
say that the orders of the caucus of 
last Monday to keep the seigniorage 
bill before the house will be carried 
out.

Journal last evening says that an in- 
vestigation which it had been pursu- 
ing at Lansing for some days shows 
that several • state officers have been 
guilty of extensive peculations from 
the state treasury. The Journal al- 
leges that Secretary of State Jochim, 
State Treasurer Hambitzer and Land 
Commissioner Berry have made charges 
for mileage, hotel bills and othsr ex- 
penses which the law does not p-lve 
them the right to collect from the 
state. 


The constitution says that these offi- 


cers shall receive no fees or perquisites 
whatever for the performance of any 
duties connected with their offices. 
The ex-offico duties as members of 
boards are "duties connected with their 
office." The state capital is the offi- 
cial home of the state officers. If 
they do not choose to live in the capi- 
tal city, they cannot charge the state 
for travelling expenses and hotel bills, 
while in the performance of their du- 
ties at the seat of goverment 


A state officer may continue his resi- 


dence at remote points, or anywhere

to Lansing, hotel bills and extra ex- 
penses, and although meetings of dif- 
ferent boards were held on the same 
day in the same building, mileage and 
hotel expenses were charged up in each 
instance 


After marked progress had been made 


in its investigations the Journal was 
denied further access to the books, and 
the full extent of the peculations could 
not be ascertained. It is probable that 
the matter will be brought to the at- 
tention of the grand iury. 


BRITISH 
REPULSED, 


With H-a<77 Z.33S, by We»t African Na- 


tives. 


LONDOS, Feb. 20 —The rumors in cir- 


culation, based on dispatches for Bath- 
urst, West Africa, that a number of 
British officers and sailors had been 
killed in a battle with slave dealers on 
the west coast, have been confirmed by 
official dispatches received. The first 
intimation bf the disaster was given to 
the public through the receipt by his 
wife of a paymaster on board her ma- 
jesty's ship Widgeon, of a telegram 
saying that British sailors had been 
put to flight in an encounter with na- 
tives. 


Later more explicit dispatches were 


received. They state that the cruiser 
Raleigh, the flag-ship of the British 
squadron on the west African coast, 
commanded by Rear-Admiral Bedford, 
and the gunboat Widgeon, commanded 
by Lieut -Com. Wm. J. Schullard, ar- 
rived Friday at Bathurst, capital of 
the British West African colony of 
Gambia. Though the admiralty officials 
refused to make public their dispatches, 
it was learned that the sailors of these 
two vessels had been defeated on 
shore. 


Further details leaked out which 


showed that landing parties from the 
Wulge-i and Raleiffh had been sent 
ashore to punish Chief Fodisilah, a 
notorious slave trader, who had been 
carrying away and selling into slavery 
numbers of natives of the villages in 
that section of the coast over which he 
rules. 


The sailors lauded in force, marched 


some distance inland and in a fight 
with Fodisilah's followers, were re- 
pulsed with the loss of three officers 
and ten men killed and forty-seven 
wounded 


The 
humiliating feature of 
the 


defeat of the British sailors is the 
fact that Fodisilah's men were com- 
paratively few and armed with primi- 
tive rifles. Fodisilah has the reputa- 
tion of being a fearless »nd desperate 
fighter, but no doubt was entertained 
of the ability of the land force to put 
him and his followers to flight.
